Light und heat «re admit- 
ted between the rows and prevents injurj by 
rust. A vigorous growth is given to th* 
young plant, and its position, in a constantly 
moist place, prevents injury from drouth. 


COMPOST FOR FRUIT TREES. — Fruit tree* 


must be fed, if we would have firm thrive 
and bear. Decaying loaves or the scraping* 
from the forest form one of the best ingredi- 
ents for compost designed for any kind of 
fruit trees. Air. Downing, a distinguished 
fruit culturist and editor of the Horticultur- 
ist, gives it as his opinion that the best com- 
post adapted for general use, with fruit treas, 
is that composed of swamp muck, or the 
black, decayed vegetable matter to be obtaio- 
ed in tow grounds, mixed with wood ashes, at 
the rate of live bushels of fresh ashes or 
twice that quantity of leached ashes to a wag- 
gon load. 
This furnishes not only the requi- 


site vegetable matter, but also those mineral 
manures which are essenliul to the product ion 
of fine fruit. 
This compost he would modify 


as follows, to adapt'itto the different varieties 
of fruit trees. 


For Apple Trees. — To every cart load of 


the muik and lime mixture, after it hfl* lam 
a fortnight, add two bushels of air clacked 
lime. 


Pear Trees. — To every cart load of the 


muck and ashes mixture, add a bushel of' 
ground or dissolved bones, and two bushels of 
leached ashes. 


Plum Trees. — To every cait load of the 


muck and ashes mixture, add haJf a baslicl of 
ashes, and a peck of salt. 


Grape Vinss.~ — To every cart load of the 


muck and ashes mixture, add a bushel of lime, 
a bushel of ashes and half a bushel of gyp- 
sum or plaster. — Maine Farmer.

Rev. J. W« C. Pennington, a colored clergy- 


man, was formerly a member of Rev. Dr. 
Cox's church, New York—studied for the 
ministry—was for several years pastor of a 
Congregational Church in Hartford, Ct, was 
finally settled over the Shiloh Presbyterian 
Church, in New York. Dr. Cox, at the Ed- 
mondson meeting, in the Tabernacle, pro- 
nounced a splendid eulogium on his character 
and attainments, and referred to him as a 
proof of the inherent talents of tbe African 
race, and the monstrous wickedness of slavery. 


Two years ago, Mr. Pennington went to 


Europe, and had the honorary degree of D. D. 
conferred on him, by the University of Heidle- 
bey, in Germany. 
Some have wondered why 


he remained so long absent, but the Hartford 
Religious Herald explains, that twenty years 
ago he ran away from his master, in Maryland, 
that he has been advised by legal counsel that 
it is not safe for him to reti/rn, since the en- 
actment of the Fugitive Slave Law. 
And as 


bis old pastor, Dr. Cox, and his other associ- 
ate Doctors of Divinity have preached ser- 
mons and written letters to the Union Com- 
mittee in favor of catching all stray negroes, 
Dr. Pennington does not think it safe to put 
himself again within reach of tbe holy clutches 
of blood-hound divines. 


Mr. Pennington, a few years ago, met his 


master in the streets of Hartford, and had oc- 
casion immediately to visit the West Indies 
or his health. Negotiations were entered in- 
:o for his freedom, but his master held divin- 
ty at a high price, and declined to sell. 
He 


was then pastor at Hartford.
